1. Applicant's arguments filed February 13, 2004 have been fully considered and 
they are deemed to be persuasive. 



2. Claims 1-5.7-17 and renumbered as 1-16 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for Allowance: 

The closest prior art of record Kucala et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,727,202 and 
Kucala hereinafter) does not disclose, teach or suggest the claimed limitations of (in 
combination with all other features in the claim), a method of collapsing data packages 
stored in a data transfer and synchronization system, which includes providing a first 
data package having a first transaction including an identification number, an action, 
and a plurality of fields each with an attribute representing change information; providing 
a second data package having a second transaction made subsequent to the first 
transaction, the second transaction having an identification number, an action, and a 
field with an attribute; determining whether the identification number of the second 
transaction corresponds to the identification number of the first transaction; determining 
whether the field of the second transaction corresponds to one of the fields of the first 
transaction; combining, when the identification numbers of the first and second 
transactions correspond to one another and the field of the second transaction 
corresponds to one of the fields of the first transaction, the first and second data
